A surplus, but 
trouble ahead 


Fiscal update. $465M 
forecast for 2014-15, 
but budget hole could 
be $20B over three 
years: Minister 


Alberta is on track for a $7-bil- 
lion shortfall this year and an¬ 
other of the same amount next 
year should oil prices hover 
around $50 a barrel, the prov¬ 
incial finance minister warned 
Tuesday. 

But Robin Campbell de¬ 
flected talk of mass teaching 
positions being lost, as the 
province is poised to push 
ahead with five-per-cent cuts to 
departmental spending. When 
growth is factored in, the total 
loss to vital sectors such as edu¬ 
cation and health could be nine 
per cent. 

He said some economists 
are predicting that oil prices 
will rebound, while others are 
not. If they don’t, the antici¬ 
pated shortfall this year will be 
$7 billion, as would next year’s. 
The 2017 financial hole could 
be in the $5- to $6-billion range, 
Campbell said. 

Asked Tuesday about a pre¬ 
dichon from Alberta Teachers’ 


Association president Mark 
Ramsanlcar that there would be 
2,500 fewer teaching positions 
in the province, Campbell re¬ 
plied, “That’s his opinion.” 

The province actually now 
forecasts a $465-million surplus 
for the 2014-15 fiscal year, but 
that didn’t shake Campbell 
from reiterating that trouble 
lies ahead. 

“It won’t be easy and there 
will be no one-size-fits-all solu¬ 
tion,” he said. 

The ATA’s predichon Mon¬ 
day anticipated a five-per-cent 
cut to funding that Campbell 
has previously warned about, 
as well as a two-per-cent loss 
in funding with inflation fac¬ 
tored in. Ramsanlcar warned 
the numbers could actually 
be worse, as his group didn’t 
consider funding required to 
counter anticipated student 
growth, which could amount to 
19,000 additional learners. 

NDP finance critic Brian 
Mason said the budgetaiy peaks 
and valleys are symptomatic of 
a Progressive Conservative gov¬ 
ernment that has promised — 
and failed — for years to wean 
Alberta’s operational spending 
off natural resources.

As Alberta Education 
plans to re-draft current the 
health curriculum, Tamara 
Magnan, a spokeswoman for 
the department, said school 
authorities are given a lot 
of flexibility to make “local 
policy decisions” for sexual 
health programming. 

“Teachers are encouraged 
to collaborate with parents 
and schools, and to access 
community representatives 
and resources, to best ad¬ 
dress the needs of their stu¬ 
dents and provide a balanced 
approach to sexual health,” 
Magnan said in an email. 

“This ensures students re¬ 
ceive an education that is re¬ 
spectful of both community 
and individual values.”

Universities brace 
for funding cuts 


Education. In the 

dark over upcoming 
budget, post-secondary 
institutions see looming 
reductions from province

As oil prices continue to wav¬ 
er and the province prepares 
to release its latest budget, 
MacEwan University’s 

president said the institution 
is preparing for a series of 
scenarios, including a signifi¬ 
cant reduction in funding. 

“We’re not trying to tie 
ourselves down too tightly, 
because there are a number 
of pieces in motion,” David 
Atkinson said Tuesday. 

The university is looking 
at a number of reduction op¬ 
tions, including one of three 
per cent and another of sev¬ 
en per cent, he added. 

“It’s a daunting task,” At¬ 
kinson added. “In some way 
it’s even more difficult be¬ 
cause at this point we don’t 
have any idea of what the 
budget might be or what the 
details of the budget might 
be. 

“It’s pretty much all 
guesswork.” 

In 2013, post-secondaiy 
institutions across the prov¬ 
ince were taken by sur¬ 
prise when the government 
slashed spending by seven 
per cent to the Campus Al¬ 
berta Grant. That, combined 
with the fact that their ex¬ 
pectation was a two per cent

increase, fuelled the reduc¬ 
tion closer to a 9.3 per cent 
cut, Atkinson noted. 

“There is certainly a des¬ 
perate need for stable fund¬ 
ing.

According to Atkinson, 
MacEwan was able to avoid 
cutting classes and curtailing 
admissions after the cuts, but 


he’s not as confident in the 
current financial situation.

Student Association 
for MacEwan University 
president Cam McCoy said 
students are nervous about 
funding cuts coming for¬ 
ward.

Obama Keystone 
veto not final word 


Pipeline dispute. 

Congress passed a bill 
earlier this month fordng 
approval of the project 


U.S. President Barack Obama 
made good Tuesday on a threat 
to veto a bill which would ap¬ 
prove the Keystone XL pipeline, 
bringing the two sides in the 
long-running controversy to a 
rare point of agreement: Their 
battle is far from over. 

“The president’s veto of the 
Keystone jobs bill is a national 
embarrassment,” said the top 
Republican in the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, John Boehner. 

“We are not going to give up 
in our efforts to get this pipeline 
built — not even close.” 

The issue is about to play out 
on two fronts. One is a major 
presidential regulatoiy decision 
and the other, as suggested by 
Boehner, likely involves future 
clashes with Congress. 

The Canadian government 
echoed that theme: “It is not a 
question of if this project will 
be approved; it is a matter of 
when,” said a statement from 


Natural Resources Minister Greg 
Rickford. 

“We will continue to strong¬ 
ly advocate for this job-creating 
project.” 

Even the White House con¬ 
curred that the issue is far from 
settled. It pointed out that Tues¬ 
day’s announcement was a step 
in a long, winding process — 
not a final destination. 

The president cast the veto as 
a matter of procedural principle. 
In his letter to Congress, Obama 
said the bill he was scrapping 
had improperly tried to usurp 
presidential authority. 

The White House position 
is that cross-border pipeline 
permits are a matter for the 
president to decide — not Con¬ 
gress, which passed a bill earlier 
this month forcing the approval 
of the project. 

That bill was delivered to 
the president Tuesday and he 
vetoed it on the veiy first avail¬ 
able day. 

White House spokesman 
Josh Earnest said the president 
could still, in theoiy, approve 
the pipeline. The veto doesn’t 
necessarily reflect Obama’s view 
on the pipeline itself, he noted.

Militants from the Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant 
(ISIL) struck before dawn, sta¬ 
ging house-to-house raids in 
a cluster of villages nestled 
along the Khabur River in 
northeastern Syria. They ab¬ 
ducted at least 70 Christians 
— many of them women and 
children — while thousands 
of others fled to safer areas. 

The captives’ fate was 
unclear Tuesday, a day after 
they were seized, and rela¬ 
tives said mobile phone ser¬ 
vice was cut off and landlines 
were also not going through, 


adding to the fear and uncer¬ 
tainty about their loved ones. 

ISIL has a history of kill¬ 
ing captives, including 
foreign journalists, Syrian 
soldiers and Kurdish militia¬ 
men. Most recently, militants 
in Libya affiliated with the 
group released a video show¬ 
ing the beheading of 21 Egyp¬ 
tian Christians. 

Nuri Kino, the head of a 
for Action, said between 70 
and 100 Assyrians were taken 
captive. About 3,000 people 
fled and have sought refuge 
in the cities of Hassalceh and 
Qamishli, he said. 

“Have they been slaugh¬ 
tered? Are they still alive? 
We’re searching for any 
news,” said an Assyrian 
Christian woman from Tal 
Shamiram, where most cap¬ 
tives were taken from. Others 
were abducted from nearby 
Tal Hurmiz.

Canadian firm aims for 
‘robot in every company* 


Technology. Kitchener, 
Ont.-based Clearpath 
Robotics rolling out 
robots to automate 
‘dullest, dirtiest and 
deadliest’ jobs 


Inside the headquarters of 
Clearpath Robotics, a robot 
revolution is underway. 

Where a receptionist 
would have once welcomed 
your arrival, there’s now a lit¬ 
tle robot named Glados hang¬ 
ing from the ceiling above a 
vacant table. It scans the wait¬ 
ing room to detect movement 
and offer its greeting. 

It’s a glimpse of how co¬ 
founder and chief executive 
Matt Rendall envisions the 
future, as robots change the 
way people live and work. 

“Before the home, our vi¬ 
sion is ‘a robot in eveiy com¬ 
pany and eveiy job site,”’ he 
said. “There are still so many 
jobs that humans are not 
well-suited to do.” 


Clearpath’s robots 


Clearpath’s fleet of heavy- 
duty yellow and black 
robots fit between the look 
of a Tonka truck and the 
character in Pixar’s Wall-E. 


• Some of the robots are 
equipped to travel across 
the ground, while others 
are made for aerial and 
aquatic operations. 


• Basic models start at 
$10,000 before modifica¬ 
tions — like mechanical 
arm extensions, cameras 
and lasers — bulk up the 
price. Larger models are 
closer to $125,000. 


A recent study from the 
Boston Consulting Group 
shows that investment in 
industrial robots will grow 
10 per cent per year in the 
world’s 25 biggest export na¬ 
tions, through 2025. 

Companies will be motiv¬ 
ated by how cost-effective and 


efficient robots are compared 
to the human workforce, the 
study said. It’s estimated that 
labour expenses can be re¬ 
duced by 24 per cent in Can¬ 
ada, and cut even further in 
regions like South Korea and 
Japan. 

Rendall believes that’s 
where Clearpath comes in, as 
it rolls out a fleet of robots for 
jobs spanning industries like 
manufacturing, agriculture 
and the militaiy. 

Clearpath’s Husky model 
is standing in for the Mars 
rover in a space simulation 
project run by the University 
of Toronto and the Canadian 
Space Agency. Using a re¬ 
mote, the operator can drive 
the model over rough terrain. 

The Kingfisher aquatic 
model uses two slci-like hulls 
for balance to navigate across 
shallow pond surfaces or fast¬ 
flowing water. 

Clearpath says municipal¬ 
ities could use the robot and 
sonar technology to monitor 
sludge buildup in the ponds 
used to collect storm water.

It’s the situation where 
otherwise civilized, middle- 
aged parents melt down over 
a call by the referee at their 
son’s or daughter’s hockey 
game. 

Maybe we’ve even been 
tempted to lay a little rink 
rage on the referee our¬ 
selves. Because for a long 
time, it’s been a free shot. 

It doesn’t seem to matter 
that it’s only a kids’ game 
that is supposed to be fun. 
(Fun is for losers!) Or that the 
referees are often only kids 


themselves who are still 
learning and have never 
heard anything like the, um, 
colourful language coming 
from behind the glass: 

“There’s no F!@#$% way 
that was (a) a goal (b) offside 
(c) interference (d) icing (e) 
all of the above, and it’s time 
to let that stupid F!@#$% 
idiot have a piece of my 
mind.” 

The Vancouver Island 
Amateur Hockey Associa¬ 
tion has finally run out of pa¬ 
tience with this nonsense, 
and this past weekend 
banned eight parents from 
attending their kids’ games.

Twenty referees on the Is¬ 
land have quit this season, 
citing an overdose of parent¬ 
al abuse. They’re tired of be¬ 
ing assaulted, cornered in 
dark parking lots, spit upon 
and showered with hot cof¬ 
fee, all for the less-than-50- 
buclcs they get for calling a 
game. 

It’s just as bad (or worse) 


next door in Alberta, where 
35 per cent of the approxi¬ 
mate 5,000 amateur hockey 
referees quit after every sea¬ 
son, vowing never to call an¬ 
other game. 

So far in Alberta this 
year, there have been 15 
match penalties — after 
players, egged on by their 
testosterone-fuelled dads

opportunity bad behaviour), 
went after the refs. 

Watch the video of the 
overgrown baby in Pennsyl¬ 
vania who protested a call on 
the ice by smashing a panel 
of tempered glass with his 
fist, and you’ll see what I 
mean.

It’s Pink Shirt Day in Canada

Bullying education has 
come a long way since I was a 
kid. Students today learn that 
bullying takes many forms, 
from the physical to emotion¬ 
al, and they’re taught to recog¬ 
nize and address these various 
forms of abuse. 

It’s a conversation we need 
to keep having, as it’s easy for 
children—and adults—to ig¬ 
nore the types of bullying that 
don’t leave bruises. 

When I was in elementary 
school (scrunchies were the 
fashion accessory of choice, if 
that gives you context) bully¬ 
ing wasn’t something we real¬ 
ly talked about. At least not the 
sly Mean Girls-style bullying, 
of which I was both a victim 
and a perpetrator. 

A part of me knew I was be¬ 
ing hurtful when I joined my 
friends in randomly mocking 
or ignoring a classmate for a 
week. But it didn’t occur to me 
until adulthood that I was as 
much a bully as the boys who 
pushed little kids down in the 


playground. 

Today, the root of my guilt 
lies in how I behaved in the 
seventh grade to one of my 
best friends, whom we’ll call 
“Melissa.” 


Melissa and I were insepar¬ 
able for a couple years before 
having a falling out. I don’t re¬ 
member why or how it started. 

What I do remember is 
leaving nasty notes about her 


in her textbooks, hoping she’d 
find them when she went to 
do homework. I remember 
whispering about her to other 
girls, and loudly exclaiming 
that so-and-so was my “new 


best friend.” I don’t remember 
feeling like I was doing any¬ 
thing wrong. 

I ran into Melissa a couple 
times as a teenager—once at a 
party, where she told me I was 


the reason she changed 
schools in Grade 8.1 saw her 
again at Christmas Eve Mass a 
few years later. I shyly waved 
hello and reintroduced myself 
to her mother, who was polite 
but curt (and rightly so). 

I’ve typed her name into 
Faceboolc a couple times in re¬ 
cent years and found her pro¬ 
file. I even went so far as to 
draft apology messages, but 
deleted them before pressing 
“send”. 

Melissa’s not on Faceboolc 
any more, at least not under 
her given name, and I don’t 
know where to find her to let 
her know I’m sorry. 

I wonder how many other 
women have grown up to real¬ 
ize that behaviour they 
thought was a normal part of 
school life was damaging to 
their peers? 

Pink Shirt Day is changing 
the school environment for a 
generation of girls (and boys), 
and for the better.

I may not be able to atone 
for how I treated Melissa, but 
I can be sure to teach my own 
daughter that bullying in¬ 
volves much more than 
throwing punches.

Chris Brown’s run for the Canadian border is denied 



The “good people of the 
Canadian government” turned 
singer and felon Chris Brown 
away at the Canadian border 
Tuesday, forcing the cancella¬ 
tion of his scheduled shows in 
Toronto and Montreal. 

“The good people of 
the Canadian government 
wouldn’t allow me entry. I’ll 
be back this summer and will 
hopefully see all my Canadian 
fans!” Brown tweeted. “Un¬ 
fortunately I will not be able 
to perform in front of sold out 
crowds in Montreal & Toronto.” 

The tour promoter, Live 
Nation, confirmed that the 


Between the Sheets Tour dates 
featuring Chris Brown, Trey 
Songz & Tyga at the Bell Centre 
in Montreal scheduled for 
Tuesday, and at the Air Canada 
Center in Toronto scheduled 
for Wednesday were cancelled 
“due to immigration issues.” 
Refunds will be available at the 
point of purchase, a spokes¬ 
person said. 

Brown pleaded guilty to the 
assault of his then-girlfriend 
R&B star Rihanna in 2009. 
While still on probation, he 
assaulted a man outside of 
a Washington, D.C. hotel in 
2013. He pleaded guilty to the 


assault of that man, Parker 
Isaac Adams, last September. 

According to Citizenship 
and Immigration Canada (CIC), 
people with criminal convic¬ 
tions for various offences, in¬ 
cluding assault, can be deemed 
“criminally inadmissible” from 
entering Canada and denied 
entry. Convicted felons can 
appeal to a border guard that 
they have been rehabilitated 
or apply through a formal pro¬ 
cess to prove they have been 
rehabilitated in order to be let 
into the country, according to

Music. Arcade Fire member rallies for Greece in new song 



As Greece’s new government 
fights to turn the page on 
harsh austerity measures, it’s 
receiving support from an un¬ 
expected source — Will Butler 
of indie rock band Arcade Fire. 

Butler released a song en¬ 
titled Clean Monday, named 
for the start of the Greek 
Orthodox period of Lent, 
which took place this week as 
Greece was drawing up a list of 
reforms in return for a bailout 
extension. 

To synthesized strings, 
piano and a catchy bass line, 
Butler sings, “Take your robe 
off / Take out your thumbs / It’s 
just about some money loss.” 

“You know we’re not scared 
/ Of what could happen / If you 
leave us standing on our feet,” 
he sings. 

Butler debuted the song for 
The Guardian as part of a pro¬ 
ject to write a song each day 
based on the headlines in the 


British newspaper. 

Butler, writing in the 
newspaper, said he liked the 
youthfulness of Greece’s new 
left-leaning government and 
Finance Minister Yanis Varou- 
falcis, a professor-turned-polit¬ 
ician who is negotiating with 
creditors and Germany, which 
has championed a hard line 
over Greece’s economic crisis. 

“I’m rooting for Greece,” 
Butler wrote. “I mean, broad¬ 
ly, who the hell isn’t rooting 
for Greece? Even if you’re 
super right-wing, or super 
German, or super capital¬ 
ist you probably don’t want 
Greece tumbling out of the 
euro and defaulting on its 
debts,” he wrote. 

Butler, who is known for 
his skill at multiple instru¬ 
ments, was raised in Texas be¬ 
fore joining his brother, lead 
singer Win Butler, in Mont¬ 
real-based Arcade Fire, afp

Eveiything from 
marshmallows and truffles to 
crepes and pies is on the menu. 
Parents can sign their kids up 
for one day or the whole week. 

A huge benefit to living in 
our nation’s capital is the num¬ 
ber of outstanding museums 
available to you. Ottawa’s By¬ 



town Museum has a redesigned 
Youth Activity Area where kids 
can learn more about Ottawa’s 
early beginnings through his¬ 
toric toys and journal entries. 
There’s also an interactive scav¬ 
enger hunt through two floors 
of the museum, leading kids 
to find seven hidden stories to 
form a timeline of early Ottawa. 
As a final nod to this long, cold 
winter, check out the Canadian 
Museum of Nature’s Arctic 


Food Fair offering bannock, 
Arctic berry tea and bison slid¬ 
ers. There’s also a giant Arctic 
floor map that teaches regional 
geography and natural histoiy 

March in Quebec is the start 
of sugaring-off season. If you 
can’t make it out of the city, 
the Montreal Botanical Garden 
will be offering presentations 
on maple syrup as well as the 
chance to taste your own rolled 
maple taffy. 

Edmontonians looking 
to spend some family out¬ 
door time can take the short 
40-minute drive to Elk Island 
National Park. The park is of¬ 
fering a three-hour guided 
snowshoe tour through its 
vast trails, giving you the 
chance to spy deer, bison and 
moose. Lunch is included. 

If you prefer some indoor 
fun, Vancouver’s popular Play- 
dome at BC Place Stadium runs 
again this year from March 14 
to March 22. With 45 rides and 
attractions, including a Ferris 
wheel and tilt-a-whirl, it is west¬ 
ern Canada’s largest indoor car¬ 
nival. The daily Dome Pass will 
set you back $29.

This famously liberal college 
town is known as the cradle 
of the Free Speech Movement, 
but speech isn’t the only thing 
that’s free here. 

Whether you’re strolling 
the redwood-shaded University 
of California, Berkeley, campus, 
or slipping across the Oakland 
border for a dose of Golden 
State history, you can exercise 
your limbs and your intellect 
without giving your wallet a 
workout. Here are a few sugges¬ 
tions to get you started on your 
gratis gallivanting. 

Hike 

Set in the hills above Berke¬ 
ley, Tilden Park is the jewel of 
Berkeley’s many green spaces. 
You can take one of the many 
hiking trails — Nimitz Way is 
popular with bikers, hikers and 
equestrians — or picnic in one 


to do in Berkeley when you’re broke 








of the meadows. If you have 
young ones in tow, a stop by the 
Little Farm is mandatoiy; take 
along some celeiy or lettuce to 
feed the placid animals. 

If you do decide to spend a 
little cash, there are modest fees 
to enter the Lake Anza swim¬ 
ming beach, ride the vintage 
carousel or ride a miniature 
steam train. If you’re looking 
for a straightforward walk, an¬ 


other option is Claremont Can¬ 
yon, which offers a short climb 
to the ridge top with sweeping 
views of campus and San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay. This is especially love¬ 
ly at sunset, although be aware 
the last part of the trail is both 
steep and slippeiy. 

Smell the roses and 

the puya raimondii 

Oakland and Berkeley both 


have rose gardens tucked into 
residential areas. The Berke¬ 
ley garden is a Works Progress 
Administration project and 
has a terraced amphitheatre 
and redwood pergola. The 
Oakland garden, officially 
the Morcom Rose Garden, is 
a relaxing oasis not far from 
bustling Grand Avenue with 
its eclectic mix of restaurants, 
coffee bars and stores. For 


Camp out on campus 


The UC Berkeley campus is 
easily accessible. Here you 
can stroll along redwood- 
lined creeks or stretch out 
on the grass. Check out the 
landmark bell tower (Cam¬ 
panile). It costs $3 to take 
the elevator and stairs to the 
top, but you can enjoy the 
sound of the tower’s 61 bells 
anywhere on campus. Music 
plays at various times with 
longer concerts on Sundays 
at 2 p.m. 


major flower power, there’s 
the UC Berkeley Botanical 
Garden, which has more than 
13,000 plants from around 
the world, including the puya 
raimondii plant, known as the 
“Queen of the Andes,” that’s 
in the South American sec¬ 
tion. There’s a $10 fee to visit 
most days, but the garden is 
free on the first Wednesday of 
each month. 

Step into history 

Jack London was bom in San 
Francisco, but spent his boy¬ 


hood on the Oakland water¬ 
front, and you’ll find him im¬ 
mortalized there by way of a 
bronze statue at Jack London 
Square, a retail and restaurant 
complex. There’s also a replica 
of his log cabin next to Hein- 
old’s First and Last Chance 
Saloon where London studied 
as a schoolboy and later made 
notes for his books. Not far 
away you’ll find the Oakland 
Museum of California which 
features exhibits on art, histoiy 
and the natural sciences and 
charges no admission on the 
first Sunday of the month. 

See the street scene 

You haven’t really visited 
Berkeley unless you’ve strolled 
Telegraph Avenue, a collection 
of bookstores, cafes and other 
stores lined by vendors selling 
various arts and crafts. Stop 
in at Amoeba Music to see the 
huge record collection and 
take in the mural at the comer 
of Haste Street and Telegraph 
commemorating the creation 
of People’s Park, a UC-owned 
block of land taken over by stu¬ 
dent and community activists 
in 1969.

Think about how many people 
you meet on a regular basis, 
whether it be through school 
or work. Now think about how 
many relationships — both 
long-term and short-term — 
you create and maintain. 

Rapport is defined as a 
working relationship charac¬ 


terized by mutual respect and 
understanding. It’s a profes¬ 
sional connection, and a skill 
that most professionals draw 
upon each and eveiy day. 

While you don’t have to be 
BFFs with eveiyone you meet, 
it’s important to know how 
important it is to establish a 
rapport with the individuals 
come into contact with fre¬ 
quently. 

Obvious examples are col¬ 
leagues and classmates, your 
manager or professor, but this 
skill can extend to customers 
you meet at your part-time job, 
potential employers at a job 
interview, and more. 

Why is rapport important? 

Imagine asking someone — a 
professor, supervisor, or col¬ 



So, how do I build rapport? 


The good news is, you can 
build rapport without provok¬ 
ing responses like, “Did you 
get a personality transplant?” 

If you’re conducting yourself in 
a courteous, professional man¬ 
ner, you are already building 
rapport. 


• Be friendly. You don't have 
to be the social butterfly 
with 500 Facebook friends, 
but it never hurts to be nice. 
If you're shy, start with just 
one person, introduce your¬ 
self and never ask the other 
person about something 
you are not willing to share. 
The most important part is 
to be genuine: Don't try to 
assume a false personality. 
That is the foundation of a 
good relationship — and all 
it requires of you is a bit of 
courage and a smile. 


• Be helpful. Don’t feel like 
you’re making this con¬ 
nection in order to leech 
their assets. If you present 
yourself as someone who 
is open to helping others 
when they are in a bind (and 
you are willing to follow 


through), it becomes a win- 
win situation for both of 
you. Don’t be afraid to ask 
for help — adversity helps 
build rapport, especially if 
it is faced and conquered 
together. Lend a hand as 
often as you can, and when 
you inevitably need help, 
rest assured you won’t be 
considered bothersome. 


• Be a team player. Your 
own success is important, 
but if you are working in a 
group, the success of your 
team should be one of your 
priorities. The old saying 
goes that a chain is only as 
strong as its weakest link — 
and you do not want to be 
that link. Building rapport 
in a team setting involves 
presenting yourself as an 
asset, and forging strong 
connections with your 
team members. Be sure to 
contribute and participate 
actively. This can mean 
anything from staying late 
with the others to finish a 
program due by midnight to 
taking a co-worker’s shift in 
an emergency. 


league — to write you a refer¬ 
ence letter. Ideally, you would 
want a letter written by an 
individual with whom you 
have a strong relationship, 
thus making them fit to dis¬ 
cuss your qualifications and 
character. 

Reference letters are only 
one example of why build¬ 
ing rapport is important. It’s 
an opportunity to present 


yourself as a professional and 
build a connection that will 
benefit both yourself and the 
individual that you are work¬ 
ing with. The payoff may be 
immediate, or it may be later, 
as with a reference letter. 

In a customer- or client- 
focused environment, such 
as a restaurant or a bank, rap¬ 
port is what builds customer 
and client loyalty. The prod¬ 


uct may be what first draws 
the person in, but the service 
they receive will be the decid¬ 
ing factor in whether they 
return. 

If you establish rapport 
with clients, they may be¬ 
come happy regulars, which 
will contribute towards 
securing the business against 
bankruptcy. 

You never know when, or 


how, a relationship will pay 
off. So being able to build rap¬ 
port with anyone that comes 
your way is incredibly useful; 
you have nothing to lose. 

It’s not mercenary or self¬ 
ish, and any interaction with 
another person is an oppor¬ 
tunity. That said, you also 
need to be open to helping 
others when initiating a con¬ 
nection.

Think of your Linkedln 
photo as the headline of a 
news article — it’s the first 
thing people will see, and it 
might be the only thing that 
they remember later. Like 
all first impressions in busi¬ 
ness, you want to put your 
best foot (or in this case, 
your best face) forward. Your 
profile picture should con¬ 
vey professionalism, trust¬ 
worthiness, competence and 
lilcability. Here’s how you 
can make sure your Linkedln 
profile is picture perfect. 

Solo shot 

You are the star of your 
Linkedln profile, and you 
should be the only one in 
your profile picture. Group 
shots and family portraits 
are not acceptable as having 


multiple people in your pic¬ 
ture is confusing for viewers. 
It also makes you look un¬ 
professional, and gives view¬ 
ers the impression that you 
don’t understand Linkedln 
etiquette. 

Choose a picture that in¬ 
cludes everything from the 
shoulders up, with 50 to 60 
per cent of the picture being 
occupied by your face. Full 


body shots, extreme close- 
ups, and cropped group 
shots are a no-no. 

Crop It 

When it comes to pictures 
on various social networks, 
you can’t take a one-size- 
fits ah approach. Make sure 
your image is optimized 
for Linkedln specifically by 
cropping it to a square for 


best use across the website. 
Do a quick Internet search 
to find a reference tool for 
the correct image types and 
sizes for ah social networks 
(including Linkedln), so you 
can optimize your images 
to look great at any size. 
(sproutsocial.com is a great 
place to start) 

Quality is key 

Your Linkedln picture is the 
face of your online profes¬ 
sional brand, so a high-qual¬ 
ity image is essential. Ideally, 
you should invest in a profes¬ 
sional headshot. Professional 
photography will show you 
in your best light, and most 
photographers will be able 
to coach you into better pos¬ 
ture and a good facial expres¬ 
sion. 

If professional pictures 
are not an option, recruit a 
friend with a good camera 
to help you out. Make sure 
to take lots of photos so you 
have options. A high resolu¬ 
tion picture, even if it’s not 
professional, beats a low-res 
webcam picture any day. 

Dress for success 

It’s important to dress ap-

• When in doubt, ask a 
friend what they think 
of your picture. Ask 
what message it conveys 
about you, what they 
think of your facial 
expression, outfit, and if 
the quality is sufficient. 

If you want more object¬ 
ive feedback, try a tool 
like www.photofeeler, 
com, that lets users rate 
your photo based on 
metrics like competence, 
likability, influence, and 
trustworthiness. 


propriately for the job or 
the industry you want. What 
would you wear to an inter¬ 
view at your desired com¬ 
pany or to an industry event? 
Keeping in mind that the pic¬ 
ture will only show your up¬ 
per body, pay special atten¬ 
tion to your neckline, collar, 
hair and makeup. 

Pick jewelry and accessor¬ 
ies carefully. While a state¬ 
ment necklace might look 
great in person, it might not 


translate well on camera. It’s 
best to avoid busy patterns 
and very sparkly jewelry. 

Choose a background 
that will let you stand out, 
preferably something that 
slightly contrasts your outfit. 
A neutral background (black, 
white or grey) is always a 
safe bet, but locations like an 
office, historical building, or 
an outdoor setting will work 
well, too. 

Choose a picture that looks 
like you 

This seems obvious, but 
there are a shocking number 
of profiles with decade-old 
pictures, or individuals who 
got a little too heavy-handed 
with Photoshop. 

Make sure you pick a 
photo that actually looks 
like you, so recruiters or po¬ 
tential employers can recog¬ 
nize you when meet. When 
it comes to Photoshop, some 
retouching is acceptable, but 
save the magazine-worthy 
makeover for your other so¬ 
cial networks. Update your 
picture frequently (every two 
to three years is sufficient), 
or if you make a major 
change to your appearance.

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Meatballs ditch their spaghetti sidekick 


Dinner or Appetizers. 
This dish stuffs the meat 
with ricotta and replaces 
pasta with polenta for a 
totally new twist on an 
old favourite

This recipe I developed for 
the Dairy Farmers of Canada 
is a different way to serve up 
meatballs to your family and 
friends than the typical spa¬ 
ghetti and meatballs dish. 

Whether you enjoy one 
meatball as an appetizer 
or a few for dinner with 
the creamy polenta, it is a 
unique experience. 

The addition of ricotta 
inside the meatball is one of 
my favourite twists. 

If you don’t have fresh 
bread crumbs, soak stale 
bread in milk or water and 
break up into small pieces 
and add to meat mixture. 

Cooked meatballs can be 
covered and refrigerated for 
up to two days, which will 
speed up your dinner time. 



This recipe makes 16 large meatballs that work as 16 appetizer servings or 6 to 8 servings, emily richards 


Directions 

1. Ricotta Filling: In a bowl, 
stir together ricotta, bread 
crumbs, parsley and salt. 
Roll into 16 little balls; set 
aside. 

2. Meatballs: In large bowl, 
mix together veal, pork, 


bread crumbs, egg, Parme¬ 
san, parsley, garlic and salt 
until well combined. Using 
wet hands, divide mixture 
into 16 balls. Flatten each 
ball and place a ricotta 


ball in centre; pinch meat 
around the ricotta ball and 
roll into a large meatball. 

3. Place on parchment paper 
lined baking sheet. Bake in 


preheated 350F(180C) oven 
for about 15 minutes or until 
no longer pink inside, but not 
browned. 

4. Pour half of the pasta sauce 


in a 13 x 9-inch (3 L) glass bak¬ 
ing dish. Add meatballs to 
sauce and pour remaining 
sauce over top. Cover and 
bake for about 30 minutes 
or sauce is bubbly. 


Ingredients 


Ricotta Filling 

• 1/2 cup (125 ml) ricotta cheese 

• 1/2 cup (125 ml) fresh 
bread crumbs 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped fresh 
parsley 

• Pinch salt 

Meatballs 

• 12 oz (375 g) each ground veal 
and pork 

•3/4 cup (175 mL) fresh 
bread crumbs 

• legg 

• 1/4 cup (50 ml) freshly grated 
Parmesan cheese 

• 3 tbsp (45 ml) finely chopped 
fresh parsley 

• l clove garlic, minced 

• 1/4 tsp (l ml) salt 

• 3 cups (750 ml) homemade or 
store-bought pasta sauce, heated 

Creamy Polenta 

• 3 cups (750 ml) milk 

• l cup (250 ml) water 

• l cup (250 ml) cornmeal 

• l tsp (5 ml) salt 

• 1/2 cup (125 ml) freshly grated 
Parmesan cheese 


5. Creamy Polenta: Mean¬ 
while, in a large saucepan, 
bring milk and water to a 
simmer over medium heat; 
gradually whisk in corn- 
meal and salt. Reduce heat 
to medium-low and cook, 
whisking often, for about 15 
minutes or until polenta is 
veiy creamy and thick. 

6. Stir Parmesan into polenta 
and divide among serving 
plates; place meatball on top 
and spoon sauce over top.

Fall-winter Qatar 
World Cup almost 
a done deal 

Long seen as inevitable, a 
2022 World Cup in Novem¬ 
ber and December is now 
practically a done deal. 

A FIFA task force on 
Tuesday recommended 
playing the tournament in 
Qatar at the end of the year 
in 2022 to avoid the sum¬ 
mer heat. Temperatures in 
the Gulf emirate routinely 
top 40 degrees when the 
World Cup traditionally 
kicks off in June. 

A Dec. 23 final in Doha 
is possible as FIFA aims to 
shorten the tournament 
from the current 32-day 
schedule to ease disrup¬ 
tion for players, clubs and 
leagues worldwide. 

The plan should be 
approved by the FIFA 
executive committee, 
chaired by president Sepp 
Blatter in March. Blatter, 
who is an IOC member, has 
long favoured November- 
December to avoid clashing 
with the Winter Olympics, 
scheduled for Februaiy

Review. Acura shelves 
prior sedans to release 
all new 2015 TLX

After more than a decade of 
offering both the TL and TSX 
sedans, Acura has split the 
difference, retired them both, 
and introduced the new- 
for-2015 TLX. It’s a relatively 
low-priced entiy into the 
sports sedan categoiy, but it’s 
not going to slay any of the 
giants that currently control 
the segment. 

It’s available with a V6 en¬ 
gine that can be further op¬ 


tioned with Acura’s all-wheel 
system, which the company 
calls Super-Handling All- 
Wheel Drive, or SH-AWD. The 
name is accurate: able to pro¬ 
portion torque between the 
rear wheels, it does a great 
job of sticking to the road. 

My tester came with the 
base 2.4-litre four-cylinder 
engine, mated to an eight- 
speed dual-clutch automatic 
transmission. It’s a lively lit¬ 
tle unit, but it’s front-wheel 
drive (as is the V6 if you don’t 
order AWD) in a segment 
where most of its competi¬ 
tion powers the rear wheels. 
It also needs a little more 
steering weight and road feel 
to be truly sporty. 

Four settings let you se¬ 
lect Econ, Normal, or two 
Sport Modes, which adjust

the engine and transmission 
response. I usually kept it 
in Sport, since the economy 
mode really dragged down 
the performance, but it de¬ 
faulted to that Econ mode 
eveiy time I started the car. It 


would be nice if it could “re¬ 
member” my last setting. 

The cabin materials are all 
top-notch, and I like the dual 
centre console screens. While 
the top one displayed the navi¬ 
gation included in my car’s 


Tech Package, the bottom 
one let me adjust the stereo 
and other features, without 
having to switch between the 
two. But some of the func¬ 
tions are distracting, such 
as a heated seat control that 
requires you to page through 
two computer screens just to 
change the temperature. 

The exterior styling car¬ 
ries Acura’s signature cues, 
and the handsome headlights 
contain LEDs, but the over¬ 
all middle-of-the-road design 
is easily lost in a crowd. The 
Acura TLX is an okay car for 
the price, but if it’s going to 
make waves in the sports 
sedan segment, it needs a 
shot of excitement.

It was a simple enough prop¬ 
osition for most: Provide your 
local Hyundai dealer with a 
relatively small amount of 
money, and in return, you get 
the Genesis — a luxury sedan 
with a price tag designed to 
make comparably equipped A6 
or E-Class models blush. 

All high-end convertables 
were included: navigation, 
push-button start, window 
shades, heated and air-con¬ 
ditioned seats, xenon lights, 
wood trim, and a Lexicon au¬ 
dio system that sounds like it 
was transplanted directly from 
a concert hall. 


Common Issues 


Owners have reported nig¬ 
gling electronics issues ranging 


from bad window switches and 
power-folding mirrors that don’t 
return to their position to failed 
parking sensors. Translation: 
Check eveiything that runs on 
electricity, twice, to be sure it’s 
working properly. 

Don’t forget to check the 
navigation system and climate- 
controlled seats, which will be 
pricey to repair or replace. 

Look for an airbag warning 
light in the instrument cluster, 
possibly accompanied by a 
scratching or scraping noise 
heard while turning the steering 
wheel. The likely culprit is a bad 
clockspring, which facilitates an 
electrical connection inside of 
the steering wheel. 

Move to the trunk and pull 
up the rear carpeting and panel¬ 
ling to look for signs of water 
leaks, which may leave rust, 
dampness or nasty mould in the 
area beneath the trunk. 

Occasional performance 
issues, possibly accompanied by 
a Check Engine light, could be 
the result of a bad fuel injector. 
Ask a mechanic to scan the ECM 
for trouble codes related to the 
fuel injector.

Winter gloom is a cumula¬ 
tive thing, like being pecked 
to death by ducks, but spe¬ 
cial ducks, who wear little 
tuques and appropriate win¬ 
ter footwear. 

If you’re a motorist, some 
of those pecks come from 
how hard it is to keep your 
vehicle clean during win¬ 
ter. I’m not talking about 
concours d’elegance levels 
of clean. I’m talking lev¬ 


els of clean that just make 
it acceptable to touch the 
outside of your vehicle with¬ 
out immediately going for 
the hand sanitizer, or glove 
sanitizer, if they made such 
a thing. 

Last week our Honda Fit 
looked liked it had been 
dragged through an episode 
of The Walking Dead — the 
post-apocalyptic ice-age edi¬ 
tion — with salt and road 
grime clinging to every body 
panel. 

Snow and ice in 50 or so 
shades of grey caked in the 
wheel wells. Floor mats so 
soaked with filthy winter 
juice I had the inclination 
to hover my feet over them 
while I worked the pedals. 

But during the middle 
of that week, when I was 
driving on the other side 
of town, the sun came out. 



Winter Car Washing Safety Tips 


• Stick to no-touch or soft- 
cloth automatic washes, for 
the convenience, for the 
better job they do on vehicle 
undersides, and because ice 
can form on “by hand” wash 
mitts and brushes and subse¬ 
quently scratch body surfaces. 

• To prevent frozen doors and 
locks after a wash in super fri¬ 
gid temperatures, apply lock 
de-icer and use terry cloths 

to wipe down door jams and 
posts. 

• Wipe wipers down to 


remove grit and salt, to keep 
them flexible enough to work 
properly, and so they don’t 
freeze in position. 

• Make sure salt and mois¬ 
ture are clear of rust “entiy 
points,” such as paint nicks, 
gaps, seams, and where parts 
are bolted onto the body. 

• Don’t drive yourself winter 
clean crazy. Save your energy 
for the major spring cleanup, 
when your efforts will have 
some staying power, and give 
you more satisfaction.

— General Motors, Ford and 
Chrysler (now a part of Fiat 
Chrysler Automobiles, FCA) — 
are taking the threat from the 
Detroit outsiders seriously. 

“Given the company’s

ities, that is no surprise to 
anyone,” GM spokesman Dan 
Flores said. At Chrysler, spokes¬ 
man Eric Maynes said: “We 
can’t comment on something 
we haven’t seen.” Ford had no 
comment on Apple’s plans, 
either, but the No. 2 automaker 
recently opened a research cen¬ 
tre in Palo Alto, in the heart 
of Silicon Valley, as it looks to 
the future of self-driving auto¬ 
mobiles. 

Bill Visnic, an analyst at in¬ 
dustiy specialist Edmunds.com, 
said that given the seven-year 
average time frame to develop 
and bring a car to the mass 
market, the Detroit giants are 
not under serious pressure yet.

Fuel-cell automobile 
launched by Toyota 


Green. Toyota first auto¬ 
maker to mass market 
hydrogen-powered car 


Toyota President Akio Toyoda 
on Tuesday unveiled the assem¬ 
bly line that is making the first 
mass market fuel-cell car. 

The world’s biggest car- 
maker plans to produce 700 
units of the four-door Mirai 
sedan — powered by hydrogen 
and emitting nothing but water 
vapour from its tailpipe — by 
the end of December. 

Production of the car 
whose name means “future” 
in Japanese is scheduled to ex¬ 
pand to 2,000 units in 2016 and 
3,000 units in 2017. 

The Mirai, which is being 
made at the firm’s Motomachi 
Plant in Aichi, central Japan, 
can travel about 650 kilometres
